forced to withdraw from his position 
as apostolic delegate to

pine* by the |M»pe on account of In­ 
efficiency and an tag o n izing the Amer­ 
ican civil and military authorities and 
t h e Catholic clergy an d friars in the 
archipelago, and sa y s that so far from 
this being the tr u th Pope Leo has pub­ 
licly 
and privately approved of his 
work In the Philippines. 
He says that 
voluntarily he resigned, as he thought 
a permanent d e le g a te in the Ph 111 p- 
pfm s was desirable and comes back 
to New Orleans r e ta in in g the office of 
papa! delegate to Cuba and Porto Hico. 
Ile denies that bo betrayed Cardinal 
Gibbons and says th at 
his appoint­ 
ment to the Philippines come about 
through no o th e rs th a n President Mc­ 
Kinley ami the pope. 
He emphatically 
denies that he w rote an impertinent 
letter to President McKinley and says 
it Is not true that he wrote letters to 
this or any other c o u n try urging oppo­ 
sition of the C atholic < h un h to the 
re-election of P re sid e n t McKinley. 
He asserts th a t ne has not quarreled 
with the a s hbiahop of Manila, but on 
the other hand sa y s they are as broth­ 
e rs and saw o n e a n o th e r frequently 
while in Home. 
He says that within 
the next month th e r e will be Issued a 
papal ■unsfitution in which th** policy 
of th** Vatican will be fully set forth 
and iti which the ap p ro v al cf his work 
in the Philippines by the pope will be 
felt* rated.
